MANUFACTURERS of double jersey knitted yardgoods for 
the currently popular Continental knit dresses will shortly have 
still another new multi-feed, high production rate machine on hand 
to meet the present boom demand for such fabric, The new entry 
is a product of the Wildman-Jacquard Company, of Norristown, 


Pa., which is already repre- 
sented in the double jersey ma- 
chinery field with two machines 
—their Model JSD-24, a jac- 
quard yardgoods machine, and 
their TJI-12, a garment-length 
unit. 

The new machine, which is 
understood to bear the designa- 
tion, Model PBP-44, is designed 
primarily for knitters who want 
a fast-producing plain double 
jersey machine. It is equipped 
with 44 knitting feeds, has a 
30-inch diameter cylinder and 
dial and comes in up to 20 x 20 
needles per inch. The machine’s 
output rate in straight double 
pique cloth has been clocked at 
_ roughly 20 pounds of fabric an 
hour in current plant trials. 

Competitive Machine 

Although complete details 
on the machine have not yet 
been disclosed by the company, 
it was learned from highly re- 
liable sources that it will be 
fully competitive with the 
well-known foreign-made lim- 
ited purpose double jersey ma- 


_ chines. Currently, there are ap- 


proximately a dozen such ma- 
chines on the market, of which 
only two are equipped with 44 
feeds. Most of these units have 
a top limit of 32 feeds; a few 
are available in 24 feeds. 
Wildman - Jacquard’s new 
Model PBP-44, it is understood, 
has been engineered along the 
same lines as some of the for- 
eign double knit machines. By 
means of interchangeable cams, 
a feature of some German and 
British machines, the new unit 
can be modified to. shift from 
the knitting of double pique and 
single pique yardgoods to the 
manufacture of more conven- 


~ tional rib fabrics as well as 


interlock and eightlock cloth. 
The latter differs from the for- 
mer in that it is a 2 x 2 rather 


' than 1 x 1 interlock structure. 


The machine is equipped with 
short and long needles in the 
cylinder, and long and short 
needles in the dial, as in a con- 
ventional interlock machine. 


The needle slots in the dial are 
fully cut through to facilitate 
any desired placement of the 
two different types of needles. 
Knits Tuck Effects 

The needle arrangement in 
the cylinder and dial together 
with a swing cam in the dial 
make possible the production 
of simple tuck effects. Stripes, 
squares and checks can be 
knitted in the basic double knit 
structures by using different 
colored yarns appropriately 
creeled on the machine. 

The manufacture of double 
pique fabric on the new Wild- 
man-Jacquard machine can be 
in accordance with either the 
Swiss or French principle. Fol- 
lowing is the set-out for Swiss 
double pique:

In the above arrangement, 
only the short needles are em- 
ployed in the cylinder. Knitting 
of double pique on the so-called 
French basis involves utiliza- 
tion of the long needles in the 
cylinder. Needle action in the 
dial is the reverse of the above, 
while in the cylinder knitting 
occurs at these stages in the op- 
erating cycle where, under the 
Swiss principle, a welting action 
would take place and vice versa. 

To assure the production of 
uniform, dimensionally stable 
fabric, the machine has been 
equipped with an improved ver- 
sion of the furnishing wheel 
system that has been a notable 
of Wildman and

latch needle machines for many 
years. Although the machine 
can turn out single and double 
pique and other rib fabrics with- 
out these yarn feed controls, the 
furnishing wheels have been in- 
corporated on the machine for 
those knit yardgoods manufac- 
turers who deem them essen- 
tial. 

The Wildman furnishing 
wheel system consists of a 
double set of fluted rollers that 
act in the manner of intermesh- 
ing gears. Adjustments in feed 
tension are made by working 
the floating member of two roll- 
ers in or out, as required. 

The furnishing wheels are, 
of course, connected to an inde- 
pendent stop motion system 
to arrest the operation of the 
machine in the event of a yarn 
break or exhaustion of a yarn 
cone. 

The new limited-purpose 
double jersey machine is oper- 
ated by an individual motor 
drive and has a built-in lubrica- 
tion and air pressure system. 


Pattern Machine 

The new unit, of course, dif- 
fers quite markedly from the 
Wildman-Jacquard Model JSD 
which was introduced to the 
trade last june. This machine is 
a 24-feed knitter with 12 four- 
color yarn changers and the 
standard 5 15/16 inch jac- 
quard pattern cards. These op- 
erate on 24 automat drums po- 
sitioned around the circumfer- 
ence of the machine. Each auto- 
mat drum controls up to a 
maximum of 56 pattern selec- 
tion needles. 

Recently a new spiral jac- 
quard automat drum has been 
incorporated on the machine 
which permits these mechan- 
isms to revolve continuously 
while the jacquard automat 
levers are being selected, in- 
dexed forward and returned for 
re-selection. 

Integrated knit garment man- 
ufacturers, accustomed to the 
operating principles of Wild- 
man-Jacquard garment-length 
machines, are said to find the 
Model JSD especially desirable 
for knit dress production. 

The machine’s stitch scope 
runs the gamut from pique to 
jersey.

velopments in the field. 

Established in 1926, Doro- 
thea is a vertically integrated 
company selling direct to the 
retail trade. Basically, the or- 
ganization is broadly grouped 
into two divisions, one dealing 
with full-fashioned knitwear and 
the other with cut-and-sewn 
earments. All age groups are 
catered to in men’s, women’s 
and children’s outerwear. 

The company takes particular 
pride in the design and manu- 
facture of its high-styled full- 
fashioned sweaters for men and 
women. These are produced in 
angora, cashmere, fur blends, 
Orlon and Ban-Lon. Matching 
sweater and slim jims are a 


specialty for the women’s 
market. 
The cut-and-sewn division 


produces bulky and fine gauge 
sweaters in angora, lamb’s wool, 
botany wool and Orlon. 

A knitted headwear division 
produces headwear in all fibers 
but specializes in angora wool 
headwear. The mill is believed 
to be the only beret manufac- 
turer in North America, and 
produces berets for the Cana- 
dian Army and for domestic 
consumer use. The company 
manufactured berets for the 
United Nations forces now serv- 
ing in the Gaza Strip and in the 
Congo. Glengarries and bala- 
clavas are standard items pro- 
duced for the domestic market. 

Knitted gloves are also manu- 
factured by Dorothea in a va- 
riety of fibres. 

Dorothea Knitting Mill is 
headed by Louis B. Borsook, 
president, and his son, Beryl B., 
vice-president in charge of plant 
operations, and sweater designer 
and stylist. 

_ Avvisitor to the Dorothea mill 
is immediately impressed with 
the emphasis given to quality 
control through all the manu- 
facturing processes. This starts 
at the incoming inspection de- 
partment where the raw yarn 
is thoro.zhly inspected on de- 
livery.

mills. The plant is housed in a 55,000 square foot building erected 
by the Government during the war. Equipped with modern 
machinery and headed by an imaginative executive, the organiza- 


checks are carefully made at 
this stage of the operation. 
Production Control 

The company insists on pro- 
ducing only high-quality prod- 
ucts. In keeping with this policy, 
all production is carefully con- 
trolled from a series of flow 
charts in the production control 
department. All batches of gar- 
ments are checked through vari- 
ous check points in the plant 
and their positions indicated on 
the charts. The operation is 
simple and so effective that a 
mislaid batch of garments, or 
a batch which is held up, is 
immediately displayed in graph- 
ical form on the flow charts. 

The latest types of knitting 
machinery is installed at the 
mill. These include “Dubied 
Bentley, and other well-known 
makes of machines. In addition, 
a number of custom-designed 
machines are in use. These 
comprise manually-operated and 
semi-automatic equipment for 
knitting fashioned collars. V- 
bed machinery for the produc- 
tion of trimmings for full-fash- 
ioned wear is, of course, stand- 
ard equipment. 

The mill has an extensive 
dyeing department equipped 
with diversified dyeing machin- 
ery. Dorothea is actually one of

the few mills in Canada with 
a complete dyeing department. 
Upwards of 90 percent of all 
the products manufactured in 
the mill are processed through 
the dyeing department. 

The company has attained an 
exceptionally high degree of 
matching exactness in its dyeing 
processes, and is particularly 
proud of the matching sets of 
sweaters and slim jims it pro- 
duces, as well as other matching 
lines. 

The dyeing department is 
equipped with washers, over- 
head paddle dyeing machines, 
and fabric milling and dyeing 
equipment. 

Glove Assembly 

Gloves knitted on modern 
cuff and palm machines are fin- 
ished by having the fingers and 
thumbs assembled on semi-auto- 
matic machines. The gloves, 
after tipping and wet process- 
ing, are automatically steam 
pressed and dried by a 
semi-automatic assembly line. 
Leather palming, if necessary, 
is generally sub-contracted to 
home workers. At the peak of 
the production season this line 
turns out approximately eight 
hundred dozen pairs of knitted 
gloves a week. 

Efficient and logical layout of 
the mill operations ensures the 
most effective work flow and 
use of space. Consequently, an 
elaborate materials handling 
system is not necessary. All raw 
material, semi-processed and

completed garments, are han- 
dled at machine and bench level 
so that overhead handling of 
material and products is made 
unnecessary. 

With the production control 
center and quality control check 
points in continuous operation, 
the work load flows smoothly 
through the mill at all times. 
Hand work is kept to a mini- 
mum. If a machine can be 
adapted to automatic operation 
without jeopardizing quality, 
such a modification in produc- 
tion methods is made. 

Finished garments are pack- 
aged and warehoused on _ the 
premises, production being con- 
stantly adjusted according to 
sales. Garments are shipped di- 
rect to retailers in accordance 
with orders received. An effec- 
tive ordering and stockroom 
control system is in operation 
to take care of the many order 
permutations possible within the 
wide range of garment sizes, 
colors and lines produced by 
the mill. 

Standard invoicing procedures 
are used at the mill to give 
effective control of this aspect 
of the operation. Selling direct 
to retailers, rather than to whole- 
salers and distributors, actually 
increases the detail involved in 
the invoicing process, but the 
organization is fully equipped 
to deal with this part of the 
operation efficiently. 

Mill Maintenance 

Dorothea Knitting Mills pays 
particular attention to the serv- 
icing and maintenance of 
mill machinery and equipment. 
Maintenance scheduling is con- 
sidered very important and ma- 
chines on the production line 
are stripped down twice a year 
—at the slack production peri- 
ods and re-assembled using 
new replacement parts where 
necessary. This philosophy is 
based on the premise that it is 
more economical to engage in 
preventive maintenance and 
keep machinery operating than 
to have machines break down 
and cause skilled workers to 
stand idly by until repairs are 
made. 

A full-time skilled mainten- 
ance man is employed who has

In addition to the usual train- 
ing on the job given to new or 
semi-skilled operators, the com- 
pany has an evening vocational 
education program at the mill.

Special Inspectors Improve 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.—Two special inspectors are respon- 
sible for improving quality at Fairmount Knitting Mills, here. One 
packs sweater bundles when they go on to the dye plant. When 
they return in piles of newly-dyed individual colors, she re-sizes 
them and checks to make sure the same quantity that left, returns. 


The second “special” inspec- 
tor is at the front end of the 
plant when sweaters come from 
the dye house until they go out 
the door. 

Founded in November, 1959, 
Fairmount Knitting actually 
dates back to 1944 when its 
parent company, Atlantic Knit- 
ting Mills first started. The com- 
pany now is an independent 
operation but is connected to 
sister operations at Hialeah, 
Fla. (Hialeah Knitting Mills) 
and Puerto Rico (Trio Knitting 
Mills) by its president and 
treasurer, Mort Hill. 

The mil! operates as contract 
knitters for top sweater houses. 
More than 14,000 dozen sweat- 
ers are produced annually of 
wool, fur blend and other fibers. 
Cardigan. outnumber slipons in 
the usua! 2-to-1 ratio. 


The plant is located on two 
floors. The upper floor houses 
the V-bed flat latch vordio ma- 
chines and Cotton’s Patent full- 
fashioned knitting machines.

Top foremen give instruction to 
all operators who wish to im- 
prove their job opportunities by 
acquiring new skills and knowl- 
edge in different aspects of knit- 
wear manufacturing.

compulsory. 
Employee Facilities 
Employment at the height of 


the production season is up- 
wards of two hundred operators. 
Because the mill is located in 
the heart of a suburban indus- 
trial area, where few restaurants 
and other facilities are available, 
a well-equipped staff cafeteria is 
maintained by the company. 
Parking facilities are adequate, 
and a good local bus service is 
available to employees who pre- 
fer not to drive.

button holing and sewing ma- 
chinery, blind stitching ma- 
chines, and washing and drying 
machines. 

Sweaters run through the fol- 
lowing production cycle: 

1. Collars, ribs, cuffs, novelty 
trims are knitted on V-bed flat 
machines. 

2. These are topped to trans- 
fer bases and then run onto the 
full-fashioned machines prepar- 
atory to knitting. 

3. Full-fashioned knitting is 
divided into separate machines 
for the fronts, backs and sleeves. 

4. After knitting, the 
sweater-blouses are looped. 

5. Looping is followed by cup 
seaming. 

6. Sweaters are then necked 
and tacked; ends pulled together 
and cuffs on the long sleeves 
tacked. 

7. Washing and drying. 

8. Dyeing in sweater form in 
overhead saddle machines. 

9. After dyeing, garment

Knit Shirts Sell 
At Illinois Show 


CHICAGO, Ill. — Traffic at 
the lilinois Men’s and Boys’ 
Spring and Summer Market, 
January 22-25, fell below last 
year’s totals. Order writing, in 
most of the spaces, also dipped. 
Plummeting sub-zero tempera- 
tures and snowfall that blan- 
keted the Midwest during the 
Market week may have had 
something to do with the sparse 
turnout of buyers. Opening day 
(Sunday), however, saw buyers 
thronging both the Merchandise 
Mart and Palmer House Market 
corridors. 

Most attention in the knit- 
wear spaces was aimed at the 
knit shirts for spring selling. 
Swimwear also garnered a sur- 
prising amount of buyer inter- 
est. Sweater offerings played a 
minor role at this show. 

William D. Watson and 
Danny Marcus, in the Robert 
Bruce space reported action 
sleeve, cotton lisle boy’s knit 


shirts were moving well. Num- 
bers featuring bo’sun collar 
styles were popular. Best selling 
knit shirt colors were blue, olive, 
light green and combinations of 
these hues. 

Button and zippered cardigan 
sweaters were in fair demand. 
“Lighter weight sweaters are 
still moving,” Marcus noted, 
“and buyers are becoming more 
interested in wool blends. But, 
most of our sweater volume 
will still be in synthetic fibers.” 

The Robert Bruce collection 
of Antron numbers, Marcus 
pointed out, continue to stir 
considerable interest because of 
the luxurious color and comfort- 
able porosity of the fiber. 

Al Beilman, Donmoor Knit- 
wear, was among the sales rep- 
resentatives on the eighth floor 
of the Merchandise Mart who 
reported racking up good busi- 
ness at the show. 

“We've been very busy work- 
ing with our regular accounts,” 
he said. “Our dealers seem to 
reflect a lot more optimism over 
business prospects now that the 
inauguration is over.” 

Boy’s knit shirt volume at the 
retail level this spring, accord- 


ing to Al Beilman, is due to be 
much bigger than cut and sewn 
goods. Demand at the market 
was good for both synthetic and 
cotton mesh boy’s knit shirts, 
with particular stress on the 
novelty items. Donmoor’s “Cool 
as a Cucumber” sleeveless knit 
shirts accounted for a_ hefty 
share of the orders written at 
this market. Top colors were 
gold, olive and blue. There was 
a steady sprinkling of calls for 
whites, reds and navy numbers. 
Also pleased with his market 
activity was Ivan E. Garrett, in 
the Rob Roy space. His line of 
boy’s knit shirts of Durene 
mesh, and Ban-Lon were mov- 
ing “faster than they did last 
year,” he said. Solid bone tones 
were the top colors. Lastex 
swim trunks, he added, featur- 
ing stripes and checkered de- 
signs found favor with buyers. 
According to veteran Puritan 
Sportswear sales representative 
Harry Charner, the demand for 
better goods was apparent. 
“Buyers,” he said, “are becom- 
ing increasingly selective and 
are tending to stock larger quan- 
tities of the higher priced sweat- 
ers and knit shirts.” 


Top selling knit shirts in the 
Puritan Sportswear line at this 
showing, Charner said, were the 
Ban-Lon numbers in the muted, 
pastel shades. 

Block-Southland Sportswear, 
Inc.’s midwest sales represent- 
ative Irving Letwin reported 
moving “lots of knits — espe- 
cially the action shirts with un- 
derarm gussets.” He also noted 
considerable interest in knit 
shirts with shawl collars and 
boat neck treatments. 

Color? The basic colors 
moved best, said Letwin, with the 
whites and greens heading the 
parade. There was also a little 
interest in grape; buyers were 
“touching it,” he said. 

Milwaukee Knit Products 
Co.’s sales representative in the 
Merchandise Mart, Nat Fields, 
was obviously pleased with the 
trade reaction to the line of 
Playboy shirts he displayed. He 
also found a formidable interest 
in sleeveless cardigans and pull- 
over button front sweaters. 

Swimwear action, Fields 
stated, was favorable. Milwau- 
kee Knit Products Co.’s two for 
one boxer and bikini swim set

Don Farber, Campus Sports- 
wear Co., said it was a “fairly 
good market.” Sales of knit 
shirts hit over last year, with 
buyers heavily favoring the 
Campus numbers with free ac- 
tion sleeve designs. 

Light greens were top sellers, 
and gold came a close second.

A handsome collection of 
Italian imported cotton knit 
shirts to retail in the $20-$27.50 
price range caught the eye in 
the Damon Creations space. Hal 
Copeland, in charge here, said 
that the demand for these high 
priced shirts as well as the pop- 
ular priced numbers he showed, 
was gratifying. He attributed his 
fine run of business at the mar- 
ket to the “impact of style 
goods.” 

Top colors, according to 
Copeland, were light gray, gold, 
olive and brown. 

Jerry Arbetman, Kandahar 
Knitting Mills, was pleased with 
his market results, and reported 
opening several good accounts. 

Ban-Lon knits and a grouping 
of fine lisle numbers lured a big 
portion of his orders, Arbetman 
asserted. Important Kandahar 
styles were the hidden fly fronts 
with collar trim.

WINSTON-SALEM, N. C.— 
A new steam humidification unit 
said to be lightweight and eco- 
nomical to install has been de- 
veloped by the Bahnson Com- 
pany. 

The Steamette Humidifier, 
according to the company, oper- 
ates with high evaporative ca- 
pacity, discharging the steam 
vapor in a radial pattern up to 
360°. 

It is 13%4 inches high, 
inches in diameter and weighs 
15%4 pounds. Installation is 
made by connection to existing 
steam supply lines and electrical 
outlets. The unit uses an at- 
mospheric drain line rather than 
a condensate return line to the 
boiler, thereby eliminating addi- 
tional installation expense and 
maintenance.
